The Report of the Committee 
on Federation. 

F^niTOR Dbak-Mutk.s' JotmNAi. : 
— In consideration of the discu.ssion 
that has been going on in regard to 
the report of the Committee on Fe- 
deration, which was adopted at the 
Colorado Convention, I feel called 
uix>n to make a statement as to my 
connection with the report and my 
attitude toward it. I am the more 
impelled to this action for the reason 
that one who was present at the 
Convention told me that he saw one 
of the champions of federation try- 
ing to inilnence voters by using my 
name as that of one who had ap- 
proved the reix)rt. I would fain be- 
lieve that the person who did this act- 
ed in all sincerity and fully believed 
what he as.serted. All the same, 
there was not an atom of truth in it. 
Not only did I never approve the rc- 
yxjrt, but I never saw it, and was 
therefore given no opportunity to 
approve or disapprove. 

A few months after the Norfolk 
Convention, I received from the 
Chairman of the Committee on Fed- 
eration an outline of the proposed 
plan of federation, with the request 
that I examine it, write down critic- 
isms and suggestions, and then for- 
ward it to one of my colleagues on 
the Committee. I did so. That was 
the last I saw or heard of the matter. 
Though more than two years elapsed 
from that time to the meeting at Co- 
lorado Springs, I was given no fur- 
ther opportunity of considering the 
matter. I never knew what the 
views of my colleagues were, and 
had no opiwrtunity to approve or 
disapprove the report before it was 
presented. 

When the Committee on Federa- 
tion was appointed at the Norfolk 
Convention, 



had no definite views in regard to 
the matter. Later I read and stu- 
died the various plans and arguments 
advanced and formed my own con- 
clusions, with the result that I am 
now entirely opix>sed to the scheme of 
Federation as a solution of the 
question of a Greater N. A. D. The 
Federation plan of organization is, 
at best, loose and uncertain. It has 
been tried among nations, with un- 
satisfactory results. The ancient 
Greek states tried it and failed. 
Our Thirteen Colonies tried it, only 
to abandon it for our present Consti- 
tution. The German Confederation 
is a more modern instance. It was 
only when the Germanic States were 
unifiad after the Franco- Prussian war 
that C»ermany became a really great 
and homogeneous nation. 

I understand that the report of the 
Committee, as adopted, provides that 
the plan of Federation shall go into 
effect as soon as nine associations 
have accepted it. Seeing that there 
are about twenty-five or thirty 
as.sociations eligible, to allow only 
nine to determine the question, is a 
subversion of the idea of majority 
rule among a free people. 

The question has also been raised 
whether the Federation plan is not, 
in effect, in the nature of an amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the N. A. 
D. and as such should have been 
publi.shed at least thirty days before 
the meeting at Colorado Springs, 
and on the final vote should have 
had a majority of two-thirds. But 
this is a constitutional question, and 
I will leave it to legal luminaries to 
decide. 

All in all, however, I take the 
stand that the question of Federation 
was not handled as it should have 
been, and I hope that in one way or 
ai'^lber j.t..w'il..C&<i vtjst-e".i^vw^.*'ff*"Jt 
brought up again opportunity will 
be given to the deaf of the country 
to express themselves freely and 
fully on the subject.

the convention in the chapel of the 
/nstitutioD at Colorado Springs. 
The sorehead and the grouch alike 
; t concede Veditz's ability as a 
i.ver organizer, astute promoter, 
zealous worker, and successful 
T„a,,ai,^r, of the greatest, most in- 
and highly educated' as- 
s(.!ii;-iuge of the deaf that the world 
has ever known. 

In the tragic or melodramatic 
presentations of the stage, after a 
series of exciting incidents, we ^ 
fidently expect a grand finale of ; 
fjfe and .slow curtain. So also as a 
climax to the strenuous and adroit 
work of the convention sessions, 
the scenic wonders, and the xy 
functions, most of the members 
this congress of uncrowned head^ 
looked forward with eager anticipa- 
tion to the ascent of Pike's Peak, 
where, standing amid the eternal 
snows, we could look down upon 
the world that lay beneath. 

It is my province and pleasure to 
tell how one party reached the Peak, 
and to describe what we saw and re- 
cord my own impressions of the 
ever- memorable trip — it is a irip, 
not a/ea/, as modern ingenuity and 
the cogwheel road makes it easy of 
accomplishment. 

First of all, the tariff of five dol- 
lars was cut to four, and Veditz and 
his local committee deserve and 
have my thank' f'-'^ tlif money 
saved. 

To get to the stauon oi ihe cog 
road, two lines of trolley and three 
fares are necessary, y five 

cents to get as far as «. ^> City, 

another nickel to continue on to 
Manitou, and then you take a walk 
of two or three blocks and board a 
trolley for the Manitou Station of 
the Cog Wheel Route. 

Perhaps some of the deaf do not 
see the reason for a cog-wheel me- 
thod of propulsion. Therefore I 
will simply call attention to the fact 
that, on such a steep grade, neither 
locomotive nor car wheels could get 
grip enough on the flat rails to 
prevent them from sliding backward. 
The cog wheels are the driving 
wheels of the locomotive. They do 
not run on the rails. Between the 
rails on the roadbed is a continuous 
line of rack rails. The teeth ' ' '■ 
cog wheels catch into these ra' 
and get the forwar' 
office of the othc 
to stistain the weight and keep the 
locomotive on tbe track.

ous and tiresome long before the 
terminus at Pike's Peak is reached. 

We hug the side of the mountain 
almost immediately after leaving the 
station. We pass through PZngle- 
man's Glen, and gaze upon one of 
the beauty .spots of earth. A stream 
of crystal-pnre water winds round 
huge boulders, leaping now and 
again in little cataracts over moss- 
grown rocks through ddls of emerald 
green. The canon widens, and high 
up on the side of the mountain we 
gaze with awe at the swaying pine 
trees that cling to the sheer walls 
and wonder jiow they keep their 
hold and marvel at their dizzy height. 
A verse of Hood comes to mind:

The fir trees dark and high ;

WASHINGTON, D. C. 



I was so busy watching the ever 
changing scenery that I failed to 
note the stops either on the up trip 
or the return. I know that we 
made a short pause at the Half- Way 
House, which is a summer resort, 
with cottages, bungalows and a fine 
hotel, situated among rustic scenery 
so beautiful as to defy description. 
We also paused at a big water tank to 
give the ponderous locomotive a deep 
draught of mountain water. 

At different places I noted that 
the mountain side was, barren of 
grass and tree and shrub and cover- 
ed ibled rock, very much 
Jik ,d or the pebbles of 
the sea shore, except that there was 
lacking the rounded formation. This 
mountain sand looked more like the 
fragments of shattered crockery. 

The megaphone man called our 
attention to a rock as big as a house 
seeming to " hang by its teeth" to 
the mountain wall. Also the Plnm 
Pudding rock, which exactly re- 
sembles a gigantic pudding. 

At a height of 10,000 feet we 
looked across the unfathomable 
distance at Bald Mountain, a sum- 
mit showing no growth of aiiy 
character, .simply a great mountain 
of rock pushing its way through the 
clouds. 

It was quite a Warm day when we 
left Colorado Springs, and .several 
of our party failed to bring along 
overcoats Our folly now began to 
Ix: apparent. Up to this point the 
route had been sheltered liy trees 
and was on all sides flanked by high 
mountairus. We did not get even 
a glimpse of the plains. At 11,500 
feet we struck the timber line, and 
beyond that there was nothing but 
rocks spread around everywhere, 
and my own opinion after viewing 
in was that the cog road in build- 
...^ had necessitated the bla.sting of 
this rock, and the contractors had 
spread it about with the aid of der- 
rick's, and saved the work and ex- 
that otherwiiM* would have 
urred. My guei»ft waa wrong. 
This scattered rock has been there 
since tbe earth was young. 

Every one began to close the car 
windows, for we were getting the 
Brjreal blasU that made us shiver. 
Coat collars were turned up, the 
lucky ones put on heavy overcoats 
and wraps and grinned at the foolish 
ones who were obliged to stand the 
cold in their summer raiment. We 
had struck Windy Point and were 
traveling on an up-grade that requir- 
ed two thousand feet to be made in a 
distance of two and a quarter miles. 
Almost before we re we were

Wonx'n 

The heavy work is shared by 
women in Japan, even that of 
loading great ships at Nagasaki. 
This is a tremendous task. It is 
done largely by women who live 
at the Kogakura, Fukuda, Shikini 
and in the many little villages that 
skirt ihe town. At daybreak they 
are to be met rowing dowu to Naga- 
saki to take their full .share in one of 
the country's most interesting 
natioual enterprises. The town 
owes its im]X)rtance as a coaling 
station to the rich coal mines at 
Takashima and other surrounding 
districts, and lighters bring the coal 
alongside of the .steamers. 

Men and wonieu stand shoulder to 
shoulder on barrels, baskets, boxes or 
anything that will give them a foot- 
hold, and fill a long line of baskets, 
each coutaining about two buckets of 
coal. These are passed to the plat- 
forms hung on the side of the ship 
on each of which a young girl stands. 
Sometimes there are five or six 
lines of platforms on either side of the 
steamer. Each huge basketful of 
coal is pas.sed to one girl, who in turn 
swings it up to the one above her, 
and so on along with the swiftiieBS 
and regularity of machinery. 

As the girl at the top empties the 
coal down the chute she throws away 
the empty) basket and with the same 
movement catches a, full one. Above 
on the deck sit the talliers, one for 
tfach line, and every seventh basket is 
emptied the girls calls out " OT," and 
he places a mark on a sheet. Twenty 
marks count as one ton and it is es- 
timated that 1600 tons of coal is a 
good day's work for a fair-sized gang. 
The girls continue at this task un- 
interruptedly and merrily from early 
morning till mid afternoon, in the 
winter's cold and under the blazing 
summer sun, and at noon they have a 
short rest and eat their lunch of rice. 

In one day a great ocean liner can 
be loaded with enough coal to carry 
her frorrr N >:in Kranci.sco. 

This is t" iiuouy to the 

strength and endurance of the indus- 
trial Japanese woman. A well 
known traveler in Japan recently 
remarked: " I do not believe that 
there is another body of work folk 
in the world whocoidd have per- 
formed the .same task in the same 
time and with the same ease." Tbe 
old order is changing with great 
rapidity and under the new an im- 
portant place is reserved for the 
Japanese woman in industry.

Deaf-Mutes' Journal 



ONLY 
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'l'h« <ilallan<l«( memorial. 

It IH proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Kev. Thomas (4allaudet, 
D.D., by the erection of a Paristi 
hnildiiig for St. Ann'a Chureh for 
Doaf-MuteH, The present Church 
is situated on 148th Street, jast west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-flve feet back from Uia 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church ediliceand be a center 
of religious and social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the ohuroli 
with which his nan-e has always 
l>een associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St, 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-flve fe«t 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be us<4d (or the social, re- 
ligious and i'ldustrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. Ths 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish building" will 
be about t3U,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
(ilent peoples. Thoy themselves 
heaitily endorse the memorial. 
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
